At fin* trading was well distributed 
throughout the list and was at price* 
generally higher than the close on Fri- j 
day. 
Union Pacific sold at 116 a few 
m inutes after IO o’clock, showing a gain 
of #40 a share as compared w ith Thurs­ 
day’s low point. 
Development in the 
N orthern Pacific situation are awaited 
w ith the keenest interest, but it was 
the general opinion in W all street that 
it will be sonic tim e before the question 
of control could be definitely settled. It 
is believed one of the party in the con­ 
troversy holds control through preferred 
stock and that several intricate legal 
points are involved concerning the right 
of directors of the company to retire 
preferred stock at par and thus deprive 
it of its voting power. Heavy buying of 
Union Pacific, which up to the present 
has not been explained, continues, and 
during the first half hour prices rose on 
large transactions to 123.f 
There were selling orders in Union 
Pacific above 120 and stock fell back to 
116*%, but im mediately a rally followed. 
Towards noon the m arket became some­ 
w hat weaker aud quieter and generally 
declined in small transactions. 
There was no sale of the N orthern 
Pacific common until 11:30 when the 
sale of IOO shares was made a t 160, an 
advance of 18 points from Friday’* last 
sale.

Man Francisco, May IS.—The Haddon 
Illness of Mrs. McKinley has caused an 
unexpected change in the itinerary of 
President McKinley. 
He arrived in this 
city Sunday afternoon. 
Tho state of 
Mrs. McKinley's health was such th at 
the president decided to leave Delmont® 
and bring his wife to this city im medi­ 
ately to the boma of Henry T. Scott 
w hew she could have complete rest for 
a few .lavs and where a specialist could 
be consulted if necessary. 
A sjx'eial of two cars and a locomotive 
was made up from tho president's spe- i 
cia I and at noon Sunday tho president, 
Mrs. McKinley, Miss Barber, the presi­ 
dent's niece. Secretary Cortelyou an i 
wife, Dr. ltixey and H. T. Scott aud 
wife left Delmonte for San Francisco, 
leaving the rem ainder of the presiden­ 
tial i»arty at Delmonte. 
Only a few hundred people greeted 
the president upon his arrival in this 
city. 
His coming was not generally 
known. 
The president, in order to 
avoid the crowd that was expected to 
assemble at the depot at Third and 
Townsend streets, left the train w ith 
his party at Valencia street, a station 
in the southern part of thecity.
